FRENCH MARINE LOSSES 


Only Five Vessels of Over 1,600 Tons 
Sunk in Week. 


Washington, Oct. 6—Five represen­ 
tatives were appointed by the House 
yesterday to investigate 
statements 
that some members had been acting 
“suspiciously” made by Representa­ 
tive Heflin, of Alabama, in connec­ 
tion with reports of the use of Ger­ 
man money to influence Congress. 
Now the Investigators do not know 
what they are going to do about it. 
After four of the members of the 
qriginal committee named by Speaker 
Clark had been excused from serving 
on pleas of urgent business, and oth­ 
er* had failed in efforts to get excus­ 
ed, the committee held a gloomy meet­ 
ing. It was found that the resolution 
provided that it should 
report 
its 
findings before Saturday; 
that Mr. 
Heflin desires many witnesses called 
from far states and that the resolu­ 
tion gives no power for calling wit­ 
nesses or etnptoyii^g aswistan^e to 
conduct a hearing. 
Then they ad­ 
journed to “think the siutation over”. 
Another meeting of the committee 
will be held in an effort to determine 
what shall be done. If members fol­ 
low their personal inclinations they 
probably will report to the House that 
nothing can be done this late in the 
session. 
Advisability of asking for 
broader powers is 
being discussed. 
Representative Heflin and the two 
newspaper reporters he 
accuses of 
having misquoted him may be heard 
and the inquiry ended with that. 
Representative Stephens, of Missis­ 
sippi, presented the resolution.

provides that the committee shall in­ 
vestigate and then report, 
“its re­ 
commendations as to the action which 
should be taken by the House touch­ 
ing any person or persons involved in 
or affected by or making these state­ 
ments and charges.”

Paris, Oct. 5—The Chamber of 
Deputies assembled yesterday and de­ 
cided to take up discussion of the 
case of Bolo Pasha, arrested on the 
charge of having conducted German 
propaganda in France. Louis J. Mal­ 
vy, former Minister of the Interior, 
who resigned on account of press at­ 
tacks against him in connection with 
exposures of German intrigues, said: 
“The President of the Republic has 
received a letter from Leon Daudet 
(leader of the Royalist 
Association 
and editor of L’Action Francaise). 
The letter reciting infamous calum­ 
nies against me, has been transmitted 
to the Premier who has communicat­ 
ed it to me. 
I cannot accept 
this 
letter in silence” 
Premier Painleve interrupted him, 
saying: 
“The accusations against M. Malvy 
are very grave. He is accused of hav­ 
ing betrayed secrets to Germany dur­ 
ing three years."
